Basing their campaign on a re¬ 
cent test which showed that 58 
per cent of the universty s fresh¬ 
men were unable to read under- 
standinglv. the university is ask¬ 
ing all high schools to take part 
in a statewide test.

This 
is reasonable in view of the fact 
that the public schools follow the 
same general lines of instruction 
throughout the state. \V hen the 
facts are assembled, plans will 
be made to correct the situation.
